T heir rew ard was to be a cut of 
the treasures found, if 
any.

they would find it.

incident (some thing a provident­

into the m ain passageway. 
The builders of this m arvelous 
structure built a doorw ay on the 
north side, about 50 feet from the 
ground.

M am oun’s m en to this door which j 
had been closed for about 35 ecn- ( 
turies, and they opened it.

from this door runs dow nw ard at 
an angle of about 26 degrees.

A nother tradition or legend of 
P atriarch Enoch says that he built 
a famous nine-arched vault. Much 
has been w ritten about this fa m ­ 
ous vault. 
Masonic w riters have 
had a great deal to say about it. 
I believe that I have m ade a dis­ 
covery, nam ely th at 
the

P y ram id 
is 
none 
other 
than 
Enoch’s 
nine-arched 
vault.

shall give on abridge description 
of the legend, and then

The Coffer is 
in 
the 
K ing’s 
Cham ber on the 50th tier of m as­ 
onry. This cham ber has air shafts 
to ventilate it. 
A dead king does 
not require air. 
Conversely, air 
is definitely injurious to the p re ­ 
servation of

m um m y. 
O th e r r, 
pyram ids do not have ventilating 
shafts. 
Both rooms of the G reat 
Pyram id have air shafts, 
which 
m aintain an equable tem perature 
of 68 degrees Fahrenheit. 
This is 
said to be the m ean tem perature 
of the earth. 
I estim ated the K ing’s C ham ber 
to be 36 feet long, 18 feet wide, 
and 20 feet high. T here are ex act­ 
ly 100 blocks of granite

A filter is a specially prepared disc 
of colored gelatine, between glass, 
which is slipped over the camera 
lens. Its function is to hold back cer­ 
tain rays of light and let others pass 
through. Although there are several 
kinds, I believe the beginner who 
has never used a filter might choose 


between the two most popularly 
used, or better yet, have both to use 
when necessary to improvo the 
auality ayd artistic appearance of 
tne snapshot. 
One of these filters is known as 
the K-2. When using the K-2 Alter 
with chrome type film, it is neces­ 
sary to increase the exposure over 
that which you would give without 
the filter about 2Vi times. With sup* 
ersensitivo panchromatic film the 
exposure with a K-2 filter need b - 
increased but two times. 
The other filter is used largely to 
photograph clouds in a landscape 
with NO increase in exposure time. 
This Is called a Sky Filter, one half 
of which is yellow, and the other 
half clear. The reason why this filter 
can record both clouds and land­ 
scape without requiring any increase 
in exposure is that the sky is photo­ 
graphed through the yellow part of 
the filter while the landscape is 
photographed through the p a r t 
which is not colored. The yellow 
part of the filter holds hack the blue 
of the sky somewhat and gives the 
white clouds more chance to record 
their real beauty.
